This second year of the Current List of Medical Literature has been marked 
by the acceptance of the Medical Library Association of joint sponsonship with 
the Friends of the Army Medical Library for the publication of the Current List. 
As in the case of the Friends, no financial obligation is assumed, but only a 
Common interest pledged in the purposes of this undertaking to aid medical and 
library research. 

The distribution of the Current List has now reached approximately one thou- 
sand copies weekly, of which considerably more than one hundred copies are being 
sent without charge. These go to military and other establishments engaged in the 
war effort as well as to a certain number of medical libraries which have failed 
thus far to become subscribers. 

The income from subscriptions is now paying, approximately, the cost of pub- 
lication but it is providing nothing toward the cost of the preparation and publi- 
of an index. As will be recalled, the index issued for the first year covered 
only the references to the periodicals not indexed by the Quarterly Cumulative 
Index Medicus. With the second year, an attempt is being made to index every- 
thing of obvious medical interest and thus to make the Current List complete for 
present and future reference purpose. This will call for a financial outlay about 
equal to that required for the publication itself. It is estimated that an index 
to the 60,000 or more titles, published annually, will require more than 400 print- 
ed pages. The typing of copy and the printing and miling of this will cost more 
than $1,500. The work of indexing, now done voluntarily, amounts to a full time 
job. Eventually, the salary of a qualified person to do this work will have to be 
counted in the cost of the index. Thus it will be apparent, that supplementing 
and prolonging the usefulness of the Current List by means of an index cannot be 
done on a self-supporting basis without a large increase in the number of subscrib- 
ers. 

The question of the desirability of an index, naturally, will be raised in 
view of the fact that this field is covered at present by the Quarterly Cumulative 
Index Medicus. This publication is an exceedingly costly undertaking and accord- 
ing to reports is published by the American Medical Association at a considerable 

loss. 

The experiment of acquainting research workers-with the current literature, 
of providing them with microfilm copies of what is not available otherwise, and of 
indexing it for future use, at @ cost within the means of those being served, seems 
well worthy of careful examination. It is particularly from this point of view 
that the interest of the "Friends" and members of the Medical Library Association 
is asked.

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In regard to the index, an attempt will be made to improve upon the long 
established strictly alphabetical arrangement by segregating the various sub- 
divisions of medical research and indexing alphabetically each of these. It is 
intended by this means to so classify the subject mtter that under each princi- 
pal heading will be found all references pertaining to that subject. This plan is 
in accord with the tendency toward specialization mde necessary by the continu- 
ing expansion in scientific knowledge. A recent development along this line has 
been the subdivision of the journal Biological Abstracts into five sections, eich 
of which treats of only one part of the entire subject and -ach of which can be 
obtained separately. This has already taken place in certain fields of medical 
science as, for example, mental hygiene, psychiatry, and psychology, which sub- 
division is now covered independently and completely by the publication Psycho- 
logical Abstracts. As just pointed out, if an index is to become a permanent 
part of the Current List, either many more subscribers will have to be obtained, 
or some source of financial assistance found. 

One of the principal conveniences of this publication is that it mkes it 
unnecessary for the busy research worker to go to the library to examine the cur- 
rent jourmals. It was expected that this feature would be appreciated sufficient- 
ly by many individuals so as to induce them to want a personal copy. This hope 
has been realized to only a very limited extent. The cooperation of librarians 
in bringing this advantage to the attention of the readers who consult their cur- 
rent journals would certainly be helpful. Also, the cooperation of all our 


"Friends" in bringing the publication to the attention of those who may be able 


to use it with profit, is needed. It is purely a cooperative undertaking and the 
aid of everyone interested in it is required to make it @ success. 

ANNOUNCEMENT. A notable if experimental step toward facilitating the dissemina- 
tion of medical literature which has just been taken by the Librarian of the Army 
Medical Library, is the decision to substitute microfilm copying without charge 
for the interlibrary loan of books in all oases where they may be desired by ac- 
credited libraries. This has been made possible by the acquisition of equipment 
required for the expanding needs of photoduplicating service to military and emer- 
gency establishments. The increased facilities now permit the Library to send 
out limited amounts of microfilm copies of articles in bound journals at no great- 
er cost than is entailed in sending out and getting back books on interlibrary 
loan, considering the damage suffered by the passage of books in the mils. It is 
thus now able to extend its service to medical research by the adoption of this 
highly efficient means of rendering its collections more widely available. 

This marks the beginning of the recognition of microfilm copying @— a service 
which public reference libraries might render to those at a distance on the same 
gratuitous basis that long custom has authorized them to serve those who are able 
to come in person to the library. The gradual extension of microfilm copying in 
lieu of loans of scientific jourmals my perhaps contribute as much to the ad- 
vancement of science as any other innovation of library practice of recent times.
